Three ol' the essentials in 
rearing healthy chicks are good 
strong chicks, reasonably good 
equipment, and good feed. With 
the sale of chicks by grad', 
the buyer in Canada today i.;

Before chicks are placed in a 
brooder house, it should be tlior 
oughl.v cleaned by 
all the dust and dirt. The' floor 
and the walls near the lloor 
{should then be scrubbed with 
hot ly 

building should be given 
spraying, using a strong solut 
ion of coal-tar disinfectant, 
brooder stove should then 
set up to dry out the house, the 
stove being fixed b> maintain 
a temperature of 90 degrees at 
the outside of the hover, 
inches ofT the floor. Place a lqw 
wire screen around the stove

the hover, so that the chicks 
cannot wander away from the 
>ve during the first few days.
